MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI)— 
An interracial group of “free- 
dom riders” boarded a _ Trail- 
ways bus and left this riot 
scarred city at 7:11 a.m. Wed- 
nesday bound for Jackson, Miss. 
—the hard-core center of segre- 
gation in the South. 


They were guarded at the 
start of their journey by more 
than 250 National Guardsmen 
and Highway Patrolmen. 


Additional Guardsmen stood 
at attention on the roof of a 


garage across the street from 
the terminal in downtown 
- Montgomery. 


Only a few passersby watched 
from across the street. No- 
where in evidence ‘were the 
angry mobs that greeted the 
Freedom Riders when they first 
arrived here. Several were 
mercilessly beaten. 

The students entered the sta- 
tion accompanied by the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr., the 
Rev. Wyatt Walker of Atlanta, 
King’s aide, and James Farmer, 
national director, Congress on 
Racial Equality. 

The students purchased tick- 
ets for Jackson in the white 
waiting room. 

King said he had talked to 
Washington and that the Ken- 
nedy Administration had been 
given assurances by Mississippi 
Officials that the students would 
not be harmed. 

The students were attempt- 
ing to complete a trip started 
by a group of Freedom Riders 
that began their journey in 
Washington several weeks ago 
bound for New Orleans. 

The original group had to 
cancel their tour when they 
met with violence at Anninston 
and Birmingham, Ala. 

The current group of Free- 
dom Riders picked up the tour 
at Birmingham and got as far 
as Montgomery, where they 
were met by mobs. A second 
attack was made on the group 
Sunday night when they turn- 
ed out to hear a speech at a 
downtown Negro church. 

Maj. Gen. Henry V. Graham, 
Alabama state adjutant general, 
said the bus would be escorted 
by 16 highway patrol cars, con- 
taining three guardsmen and 
two patrolmen each. 

Graham told newsmen at the 
bus terminal that guard patrols 
had moved out at 2:15 a.m. Wed- 
nesday to establish three check 
points along the route out of 
Alabama. They planned to take 
the Highway 14 cutoff out of 
Montgomery and then connect 
with U.S. Highway 80 to the 
Mississippi border. 

If the bus makes a stop be- 
fore reaching Jackson, it would 
be at Meridian, Miss., just 
across the border. The bus re- 
gularly stops at Meridian. 

This route out of Montgomery 
was not the normal route Trail- 
ways buses take.

The French position, how- 
ever, is known to be, as Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle stated 
recently, that when the con- 
ference started Ben Bella’s im- 
prisonment would be eased and 
that when a ceasefire was agre- 
ed for Algeria he could be re- 
leased, 

The French Government 
threw a trump card on the con- 
ference table at the beginning 
of the conference Saturday by 
announcing a unilateral cease- 
fire in Algeria, release of 6,000 
prisoners and lightening of Ben 
Bella’s imprisonment. 

But De Gaulle was expected 
to demand that the rebels order 
their men to stop shooting and 
agree to a bilateral truce in Al- 
geria before agreeing to Ben 
Bella’s complete release. 

On Saturday the rebels’ first 
reaction to the ceasefire was 
that rebel fighting there would 
continue. 

The question of Ben Bella’s 
release is believed to have been 
put by the rebel chief delegate 
Balkacem Krim, who spoke in 
fairly general terms when the 
conference resumed in the lake- 
side Hotel du Parc at 10:30 a.m. 
Tuesday morning. 

Ben Bella spoke for about 15 
minutes after the conference 
opened and then there was a 
series of exchanges with most 
of the delegates taking part. 

Two main decisions were 
taken at Tuesday’s session: 

—In the future the conference 
will meet only every second 
day. 
—Both sides agreed to main- 
tain the maximum “discretion” 
about the subjects discussed 
and what took place round the 
conference. 

There will be no session Wed- 
nesday because it is the Moslem 
feast day of Aid el Kebir. 

Before Tuesday's session secu- 
rity precautions round Evian 


were tightened. Six half-tracks 


with antiaircraft machineguns 
appeared near the Hotel la 
Verniaz which is the head- 
quarters of the French delega- 
tion at the talks. 

The spokesman declined to 
say anything about whether the 
ambush near Miliana in Algeria 
had been brought up at the con- 
ference table. 


Ben-Gurion in N.Y. 
En Route to Canada 


NEW YORK (UPI)—lIsrceli 
Premier David Ben-Gurion ar- 
rived at Idlewild Airport Tues- 
day night and was immediately 
escorted to the airpurt hotel 
where he will remain overnight. 

The Premier, who stepped off 
an El Al jetliner at 8:05 p.m. 
told reporters: “I have nothing 
to say at this time. I will have 
something to say upon my re- 
turn from Canada.” 

Ben-Gurion is scheduled to 
take a Canadian Government 
plane for Ottawa from Idlewild 
at 8 am. Wednesday. He will 
confer in Canada vwntil Satur- 
day, then plans to fly back to 
New York for meetings with 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold and 
President John F. Kennedy. 


Kalonji Troops Fighting 
‘Rebels’ in S.Kasai Coup 


LEOPOLDVILLE (Kyodo- 
Reuter) — Congolese Central 
Government troops in Cogquil- 
hatville Tuesday seized the 
private aircraft of “King” 
Albert Kalonji of South Kasai 
as an attempted coup d'etat by 
his opponents was reported 
from the diamond-rich “king- 
dom” 600 miles to the south- 
east. 


Reports from Kasai spoke of 
widespread fighting after 
Kalonji troops marched on the 
“rebets.”" News filtering 
through said villages had been 
burned down and bodies left 
lying in the streets. 


Meanwhile, Kalonji was re- 

rted “circulating freely” in 
Coquilhatville, capital of Equa- 
teur Province, where he is at- 
tending the conference of Con- 
golese leaders. 


The Central Government 
troops thought the DC3 air- 
craft with painted-over South 
Kasai markings had come to 
take Kalonji away from the 
conference, and arrested the 
Belgian pilot and the passeng- 
ers when it landed. 


The aircraft was later re- 
rted standing next to that of 
President Moise. Tshombe of 


Katanga who was arrested at 
Coquilhatville four weeks ago. 


ELISABETHVILLE (UPI— 
The United Nations, pushing to 
take over all airfields in North- 
ern Katanga, urgently appealed 
Tuesday for reinforcements at 
Albertville. 

U.N. sources confirmed its 
North Katanga Command, al- 
ready backed by four companies 
of Nigerian and Malayan troops, 
wants more men to gain con- 
trol of the Albertville airfield. 

Some observers believed the 
United Nations would send its 
fierce Gurkha troops in an at- 
tempt to awe the Katangese into 
submission. 


Reds Back Gizenga 

UNITED NATIONS. (AP)— 
The Soviet Union threw its sup- 
port Tuesday behind leftist 
Premier Antoine Gizenga’s pro- 
posal that the Congolese Par- 
liament be reconvened at Ka- 
mina, the big U.N. base in Ka- 
tanga Province.

Ikeda-JFK Agenda Approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Japanese Ambassador Koichiro 
Asakai agreed Tuesday on the 
agenda of Prime Minister Haya- 
to Ikeda’s talks here next month 
with President Kennedy. 

Asakai reported the agree- 
ment of “a wide field of sub- 
jects” after a conference with 
Rusk at the State Department. 

He declined to make public 
the agenda but said it included 
consultations on China policy, 
U.S.Japan trade relations, co- 
operation under the new U.S.- 
Japan Security Treaty, general 
international problems and 
other matters. 

He said he also discussed with 
Rusk the military seizure of 
power in South Korea. The 
situation “very much concerns 
Japan,” Asakai said. 

Asked whether he thought 
the military revolution in Ko- 


rea would affect prospects for 
settling the protracted Japan- 
Korea disputes, Asakai said he 
did not believe any assessment 
was possible now. “The Japa- 
nese Government is waiting till 
the dust settles,” he added. 

Asakai plans to leave for To- 
kyo Thursday to advise the 
Japanese Government in prepa- 
ration for Ikeda’s June 20-22 
Washington talks. 


Debt Formula 

WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—Ko- 
ichiro Asakai, Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Washington, Tuesday 
asked Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk to accept Japan's formula 
for repaying the GARIOA and 
EROA debts.

The defense and agricultural 
bills at the House of Councillors 
and the ILO and antiviolence 
bills at the House of Represen- 
tatives will be the main topics 
of discussion as the Diet enters 
the 15-day extension of its term 
today.

The Japan Socialist Party in- 
terrupted its boycott yester- 
day to attend the plenary ses- 
sion and voted against the ex- 
tension of the Diet session, ori- 
ginally scheduled to end Wed- 
nesday. 


The Socialists began a boy- 
cott in protest of a Liberal- 
Democratic move Tuesday to 
conclude deliberations on the 
Self-Defense Law revision bills 
at the Upper House Cabinet 
Committee. 


The Upper House Budget 
Committee was unable to hold 
meetings "Tuesday and yesterday 
thus delaying deliberations on 
the supplementary budget bill. 


As a result, the Diet passage 
of the supplementary budget 
plan, originally scheduled for to- 
morrow, may be postponed until 
next week. 


In the Lower House, the Lib- 
eral-Democratic and Democratic 
Socialist parties, which cospon- 
sored the Political Violence 
Prevention bill, yesterday asked 
the Socialist Party to confer 
with them regarding revision 
of the bill. 

The Socialists agreed to hold 
a meeting with the two parties 
at noon today, but prospects 
are dim that the meeting will 
succeed as the Socialists have 
already decided to oppose the 
amendments.

On Ikeda Itinerary 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—Announcement of the final itinerary 
for Japanese Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda’s Washington visit 
changing international situation. 

The U.S. Government, according to informed sources, hopes 
to postpone making of the final schedule for the Japanese Prime 


Minister as long as possible. 

The sources expect it to be left 
uncompleted until President 
John F. Kennedy returns from 
his scheduled meeting with So- 
viet Premier Nikita 8S. Khrush- 
chev, to be held in Vienna 
June 3. 


Ikeda is slated to make a 
10-day trip to the United States 
in the latter half of June. 

The U.S. Government, accord- 
ing to the informed sources, 
has been putting off its deci- 
sion on the schedule because of 
the delicate international situa- 
tion, highlighted by the Ken- 
nedy-Khrushchey meeting in 
Vienna and the current interna- 
tional conference on the Lao- 
tian flareup in Geneva. 

The itinerary is expected to 
include a series of meetings be- 
tween Ikeda and Kennedy and 
other high Washington officials, 
such as Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 

Ikeda is also expected to 
address the U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives and meet newsmen 
at the National Press Club. 

Plans are being studied on 
the invitation of the President 
and Mrs. Kennedy to a recep- 
tion at the Japanese Embassy 
on the night of June 22 at 
which Ikeda will be the host. 

The Kennedys are expected to 
accept the invitation, just as 
they did when Grecian Prime 
Minister Constantinos Kara- 
manilis visited Washington re- 
cently.

U.S. Backs Thailand 


GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States Wednesday supported a 
proposal to enlarge the 14-nation 
conference on Laos by bringing 
in Indonesia and Malaya. 

A statement issued by the 
American delegation welcomed 
the suggestion advanced Tues- 
day by Thailand’s Foreign Min- 
ister Thanat Khoman. 

Enlarging the conference, the 
Americans said, would be in line 
with U.S. policy of the widest 
possible consultation by coun- 
tries in areas where problems 
have occurred, 

About a second Thailand pro- 
posal calling for the addition of 
new members to the ICC, the 
American’ statement said, how- 
ever, that any expansion of the 
commission's membership 
“would have to be decided in 
consultation with present mem- 
bers of the ICC both as to the 


Laos Neutralists Push 
For Unified Delegation 


BAN NAMONE, Laos (UPI) 
-—The delegation of neutralist 
Laotian Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma’s “government” proposed at 
Wednesday's tripartite peace 
talks that a unified mission be 
formed to represent the king- 
dom of Laos at the 14-nation 
Geneva conference. 


The Vientiane Government 
negotiators promised to con- 
sider the’ proposal and suggest 
members for such a mission at 
the next meeting on Friday. 

The proposal was made by 
Pheng Phong Savan of the Sou- 
vanna Phouma regime in Xieng 
Khouang. It “was the only 
fresh subject to come up at this 
meeting Wednesday 85 miles 
north of Vientiane. 

The encounter in this little

The three factions ‘maintain- 
ed their widely split positions 
on central issues—coalition gov- 
ernment and implementation of 
the ceasefire.

VIENNA (AP)—An American Embassy spokesman said Wed- 
nesday night that the first meeting between U.S. Presidential 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger and Russian Security Chief M. V. 
Zakharov has been perfectly satisfactory. 

Salinger and Zakharov met at the U.S. Embassy earlier Tues- 


day. It was a “smooth, one- 
hour talk,” the spokesman said. 

He said no announcement on 
the subjects of the discussion 
would be made. 


But it appeared obvious that 
both participants were eager to 
create a good atmosphere for 
the two-man summit between 
their chiefs of avoiding any 
discord. . 


Reliable informants said the 
two advance party leaders have 
put the seal of approval on a 
tentative plan to hold the open- 
ing meeting between President 
John F. Kennedy and Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev in 
an American building. 


A second and final meeting 
between Salinger and Zakharov 
may be held Wednesday at the 
Soviet Embassy, but this was 
not yet certain. 


The reliable informants said 
the opening conference will 
probably be held at the resi- 
dence of American Ambassador 
H, Freeman Mathews in the 
fashionable MHietzing suburb, 
and not in the downtown Em- 
bassy building as assumed 
earlier, 


One reason for the change 
was that Kennedy will be the 
host of a luncheon for Khrush- 
chev and facilities at the Embas- 
sy for that were limited. 

The residence has been own- 
ed by the United States since 
World War II. It previously 
belonged to a Jewish industrial- 
ist who fied Austria when the 
Nazis seized power in 1938. 


Meanwhile, it was reliably 
learned that Khrushchev would 
arrive in Vienna by train late 
Friday, June 2. There was 
comment in some Austrian 
quarters that the Soviet Prem- 
ier may shun planes after the 
recent Soviet air tragedy, kill- 
ing four high officers. 


Soviet officials, however, 
have not confirmed the Khrush- 
chev arrival to their American 
counterparts yet.

Eichmann’s 
Witness to 


MEXICO CITY (AP)—The 
oldest son of Adolf Eichmann 
says he has a defense witness 
who may be able to help his 
father in the trial in Israel, ac- 
cording to an informed source. 

Klaus Eichmann, 25, is now 
in Mexico where he flew from 
West Germany to contact the 
witness. 


“I am doing everything pos- 
sible to save my father,” he 
told the official here. The 
source insisted he not be named, 
but is wholly reliable. 


The source said that Klaus 
Eichmann made arrangements 
while in Germany to contact the 
witness in New York City, but 
that Germany refused him a 
visa to the United States. So 
he met the witness here. 


Young Eichmann refused to 
identify the witness, but said he 
had information which might 
be helpful to his father, who 
now is on trial on charges of 
ordering the murder of millions 
of Jews in Europe. 


Eichmann said the Jewish 
community in Buenos Aires had 
made things difficult for him and 
he added he expected condi- 
tions to worsen. ut he hoped 
to return anyway. 

If things get too rough, he 
told the source he may move to 
Mexico for two or three years 
until the situation quiets down. 


100 Czech Children, Too 

JERUSALEM (UPI) —Adolf 
Eichmann had 100 Czech chil- 
dren from the martyred village 
of Lidice deported to Poland 
and murdered there, the Israeli 
prosecution charged Wednes- 


The children were orphans 
whose rents were killed by 
the Nazis. The village of Lidice 
was razed and its inhabitants 
slaughtered in June 1942 in re- 
prisal for the assassination by 
Czech rtisans of Reinhard 
Heydrich, Eichmann’s former 
secret police boss who later be- 
came Nazi “prctector” of Bohe- 
mia and Moravia. 

The Israeli prosecution inter- 
rupted presentation of 
charges that Eichmann was the 
mass murderer of 6,000,000 Jews 
in World War II, to submit 
documents designed to prove 
that he also was guilty of the

Fish Catch in 60 
Was Record High 


Japan's total fishery output 
during calendar year 1960 
reached an all-time high of 
6,190,000 tons, topping the pre- 
ceding record of 1959 by 5 per 
cent, the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry announced yesterday. 
Included in the output was the 
figures for shellfish and cultured 
laver, an edible seaweed, 

Despite the record output, the 
domestic prices of almost all 
fish reached record 5-year highs 
due to the recent rise in Japan's 
general price level and _  in- 
creased consumption of fish by 
the foodstuff processing indus- 
tries. 

This was the first time the 
nation’s annual fishery output 
passed the 6 million ton mark. 
The prewar average was about 
4 million tons, which diminish- 
ed to 1,820,000 tons in the clos- 
ing year of the Pacific War. 
After recovering 
level by 1952, production reach- 
ed the 5 million ton level by 
1957 and hit the 6 million ton 
mark only three years later. 

The rapid recovery in the 
face of various foreign restric- 
tions on Japanese fishing activi-. 
ties was attributed to successful 
efforts of the nation to develop 
new fishing grounds and fish- 
ing technology. 


Fertilizer to Taiwan 
Agreement Inked 


A contract to export 330,000 
tons of ammonium sulphate fer- 
tilizer to Nationalist China was 
closed yesterday between the 
Ammonium Sulphate Export Co. 
of Tokyo and the Foodstuffs 
Bureau of the Nationalist Chi- 
nese Government. 

The contract was signed be- 
tween the Japanese firm and Li 
Lien-chun, visiting chief of the 
Foodstuffs Bureau. The price 
was fixed at $40 per ton f.o.b. 
or 50 cents lower than the lev- 
el of Japan’s fertilizer sales to 
Taiwan last year. 

Actually, 216,000 tons of the 
fertilizer contracted for have 
already been shipped to Taiwan 
under .a provisional contract. 
The rest will be shipped during 
June and July. 

Signing of the formal contract 
had been held up because the 
Japanese side balked at a Taipei 
proposal to buy 30,000 tons of 
Taiwan rice as collateral. Japan 
eventually agreed to the pro- 
posal.

Arson and Suicide 

Tokyo police yesterday arrest- 
ed a 17-year-old laborer who at- 
tempted to set fire to a school 
building under , construction 
where he was working, because 
he wanted to go back to his 
home in Gumma Prefecture. 

The boy, whose name is with- 
held because he is a minor, re- 
portedly confessed to police sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts at 
arson when questioned after 
he tried to kill himself Tuesday 
night by jumping from the sec- 
ond floor window of the build- 
ing under construction. 


He failed in his suicide at- 
tempt, only suffering slight 
bruises. However, upon ques- 
tioning he admitted setting fire 
to the school building several 
times believing that he would 
be able to return home if the 
building was destroyed in a fire. 

He grew home-sick because 
he was unaccustomed to the 
type of work he had to do and 
received discriminatory treat- 
ment from his older co-workers. 

He came to Tokyo last 
November and was employed 
by a construction company 
building the new Fifth Junior 
High School in Musashino in 
the outskirts of Tokyo.

Movies in Review 


‘The Angel Wore Red’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


“The Angel Wore Red” 
(Tsukiji Chuo from June 2) is 
a film with a strong impact. 
This is not to say that it is 
a particularly good or brilliant 
cinematic product. On the con- 
trary, it is a soggy melodrama. 
A runaway i priest (Dirk 
Bogarde) gets mixed up with 
a cabaret entertainer (Ava 
Gardner) in Spain during the 
civil war of 1936, while fighting 
to preserve from the mob a 
holy relic entrusted with him 
by a dying fellow priest (Aldo 
Fabrizi). 


Public veneration of a holy 
relic is a sentiment more local 
than universal and the endless 
trouble to which both sides, 
government and rebels alike, 
are prepared to go in order to 
get hold of a small wooden 
object as a magic morale boost- 
er, seems to be a sight not 
entirely natural or sympathetic 
to the rest of the world. 


At least the film might have 
explained it a little more clear- 
ly before it asks the audience 
to accept unconditionally such 
a situation. Yet the writer-di- 
rector, Nunnally Johnson, seems 
reluctant to show himself or 
his film involved with ideologi- 
cal aspects of the civil war 
history, though that is the

It is equally difficult to be- 
lieve that he was interested 
solely in the development of

Was it the great literary 
psychologist Marvel Proust who 
once said that conversation be- 
tween two individuals always 
consists of what is least per- 
sonal between them? That a 
man (or a woman) is able 
best to express what he does 
not feel any longer, or, at least, 
at the moment of his express- 
ing it. A man, according to 
Proust, is not equipped to ex- 
press persuasively too personal 
a sentiment. And conversely, 
he can utter with utmost as- 
surance only what he has heard 
said by other people, and shine 
best in borrowed plumes be- 
cause they are borrowed! 


If there is any truth in this 
observation of oust’s, which 
I think there is, one could ex- 
plain the curious ineffectuality 
of the film “The Angel Wore 
Red.” For it has more than 
it ean express.

For he dies for what 
he did not believe in—a piece 
of material bearing the name 
of “holy relic.” It is not dif- 
ficult, the film seems to be 
saying, for a man to fight for 
the sake of something or some- 
one he believes in, but it is 
extremely difficult for him to 
fight and die, as did this lone 
monk, for something he cannot 
believe in but nevertheless has 
embraced as his duty.

iNor should it, for within its 
own limitations it is a well 
made little film. 


“Ha-ha mono” or “Mother's 
Film” is a distinct genre in 
Japan and the speciality of 
\Shochiku. “Ha-ha mono” are 
apt to be tributes, well diluted 
with tears, to the long suffer- 
ing, self-abnegating, omniscient 
mothers of Japan. In the hands 
of a director of stature, how- 
ever, such films can be ex- 
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tremely good, as was the case 
with Keisuke Kinoshita'’s 1953 
“A Japanese Tragedy.” The 
acript for “Ka-Chan Shigu no 
Iya Da” has been written by 
Kinoshita himself, and the di- 
rection is by his protege, 
Yoshio Kawazu. The story ts 
based on the best-selling letters 
and essays of a primary school 
child living in Fukui Pre. 
fecture.

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Import EKased 
Of Foreign 
Techniques 


The Government yesterday an- 
nounced a measure to facilitate 
the induction of foreign know- 
how and techniques by reduc- 
ing red tape and restrictions, 


The measure, regarded as an- 
other step toward liberalization 
of trade, was decided upon at a 
meeting of the Foreign Invest- 
ment Council, an advisory body 
to the Government. 


The decision envisages easier 
terms for approving technical 
induction plans, simpler proce- 
dures for application and re- 
spect of the enterprise’s initia- 
tive in negotiations with for- 
eign firms. 

Main points are: 


1. Technical induction pro- 
jects will be approved “in prin- 
ciple,” unless they put undue 
pressure on smaller enterprises 
or disturb industrial order. 


2. The Government will re- 
frain “as much as possible” 
from intervening in an enter- 
prise’s negotiations with for- 
eign concerns for introduction 
of techniques. 

3. Applications will be dis- 
posed of within two months 
after their presentation to the 
competent authorities, 


4. Approval will be granted 
only through the competent 
minister and the Bank of Japan. 

Government sources said that 
the measure would make it 
easier especially for consumer 
goods industries to import for- 
eign production techniques. 


Payments Rate 
May Be Revised 


The Bank of Japan will have 
to consider an upward revision 
of its official rate if Japan’s in- 
ternational payments continue 
to indicate definite signs of a 
big deficit in the July-Septem- 
ber period, Masamichi Yama- 
giwa, governor of the bank, 
said this at a news conference 
yesterday. 

Yamagiwa expressed the 
hope, however, that there would 
be no necessity to raise the 
bank's official rate in view of 
the fact that interest rates in 
Japan were lowered earlier this 
year with the aim of strength- 
ening Japan’s competitive pow- 
er in overseas markets. 

He said the big deficits in 
current transactions in Japan’s 
international payments during 
the recent months were attri- 
butable to stepped up imports. 

The increase in imports was 
due to active equipment invest- 
ment by industrial companies, 
which have been spurred by the 
prevailing “mood for swift eco- 
nomic growth,” Yamagiwa said. 

Yamagiwa said his bank 
would direct its efforts to 
tightening the monetary situa- 
tion and wait until industrial 
circles become “more prudent.”

Bank of Japan’s Role Discussed 


~ 


To the question, “who is more 
in the right, the Government or 
the Bank of Japan,” the reply 
might run something like this 

—"if it were not for the Gov- 
‘ernment, the Japanese economy 
|might lose much of its spice, 
zest and venture, and if it were 
/not for the Bank of Japan, the 
economy might be pitching 
' violently with lots of people get- 
\ting hurt, some rather badly.” 
Indeed, the job of the central 
bank is to supply the necessary 
checks ‘and balances, and to 
“lean against the wind.” But 
it is through appropriate 
balance and coordination that 
the economic ship of state can 
be made to sail with the jeast 
difficulties. 


Specific reference is to clea- 
vages of opinion and inter- 
pretation over the economic 
growth pace revolving around 
current developments in the 
balance of payments, invest- 
ment in plant and equipment 
and prices together with the 
timing and kind of monetary 
policy to be taken, if taken at 
all. 


Primarily, the Government 
and the Bank of Japan are at 
loggerheads. The former rep- 
resents the “buoyant mood” 
claiming that what appears to 
be wrong with business is mere- 
ly a temporary setback, that 
growth must not be checked for 
from the long-range point of 
view current developments are 
merely minor fluctuations in 
the economic process, and fur- 
ther that the adequate gold 
and foreign exchange reserves 
will take care of any and all 
emergencies. 

The central bank, however, 
sees bad omems in the prevail- 
ing trade deficits, high invest- 
ment activity, rising prices and 
the generally buoyant business 
and consumption atmosphere. 
Of particular concern is the fast 
rising import and tapering ex- 
port trend. 

Excesses and imbalances in 
the business scene are not con- 
sidered “here today and gone 
tomorrow” developments, but 
are rather lingering and por- 
tend trouble ahead. But the only 
independent move available to 
the central bank is “discount 
window administration,” a form

Five Firms 
Get Power 
Plant Orders 


A group of five Japanese firms 
has received a ¥3,300 million or- 
der from the Government of 
South Vietnam in connection 
with the construction of the 
projected Danhim hydroelectric 
power station and an accom- 
panying transforming station in 
Saigon. 

The order, to be fulfilled by 
1965, involved all necessary 
equipment, it was reported yes- 
terday. 


The five firms are Tokyo 
Shibaura Electric, Hitachi, Ltd., 
Fuji Electric and Mitsubishi 
Electric, all top Japanese electri- 
cal appliance manufactures, and 
Nippon Koei K.K., an _ over- 
seas industrial technological con- 
sultant and development serv- 
ice. To be produced and sup- 
plied by the electrical firms are 
four alternating-current genera- 
tors of 45,000 kilovolt-amperes 
each, switchboards, condensers 
and transformers. 

Meanwhile, Mitsubishi Elec- 
tric was reported yesterday to 
have received an order for three 
transformers, totaling ¥50 mil- 
lion in value, from the Lempa 
River Hydroelectric Develop- 
ment Commission of El Salvador. 

The transformers, to be deli- 
vered by the summer of next 
year, will be used at a power 
station to be built at Guajoyo. 


Industry Indexes 
Decline in April 


The mining and manufactur- 
ing production index for April 
Meclined sharply for the first 
time since December, the Inter- 
national Trade and Industry 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The MITI index was 260.7 
against 100 for 1955. Compared 
with March, it represented a 
drop of 8.4 per cent, the biggest 
since last March when a 3-per 
cent decrease was recorded. 

The rate of decline was 2.8 
per cent, even if adjusted on 
the basis Of seasonal factors, 

MITI officials ascribed the 
deterioration to a lag in produc- 
tion due to the spring labor 
offensive and a reactionary de- 
crease following a sharp im- 
provement during the preceding 
month, 

Principal products whose pro- 
duction declined due to the 
labor offensive were coal, elec- 
trical appliances, nonferrous 
metals, machines, chemicals as 
well as paper and pulp. 

Coal output sagged by 16.7 
per cent or 570,000 tons and 
electrical appliances, mainly 
electric fans and refrigerators, 
by 10 per cent. 

They said the poor produc- 
tion record was only of a tem- 
porary nature and that there 
was no change in the keynote 
of the industrial activities. 

Products suffering a reaction- 
ary output drop included oil 
products, cement, leather shoes 
and machinery. 

Iron and _ steel production 
went up due to operation of 
new furnaces. 

In the field of textiles, syn- 
thetic fibers scored an increase 
but rayon goods suffered a de- 
crease resulting from poor ex- 
ports,

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Exchange Reserves Meant| 
To Be Usefully Employed

An earlier article of this. 
series maintained that short- 
term factors in the nation’s eco- 
nomie. picture were being view- 
ed with undue concern oy Gov- 
ernment and other quarters, 
that the nominal annual growth 
factor of 7 per cent was = 
used as an unrealistically rigi 
yardstick for industrial expan- 
sion. 

Similarly, why is there panic 
on all sides because of the cur- 
rent adverse balance of pay- 
ments in the nation’s foreign 
trade account? After a couple 
of rronths of this, voices are 
heard on all sides crying for 
protection of the nation’s foreign 
exchange reserves and for arti- 
ficial export incentives, 

The trading firms are being 
criticized for their lack of “ex- 
port zeal,” for their attention 
to imports and to domestic 
business which are dependent 
on the nation’s nternal 
economic expansion, and that 


long-overdue henomenon in 
Japan, so-call the “consump- 
tion boom.” 

At last, the Japanese work- 


ing man has an extra yen to 
spend on something other than 
keeping his family alive, and 
the criers of doom deplore his 
widening use of purchasing 
power. 

A bad export year might 
very well do Japan some good. 
It might shake out a lot of 
marginal operators who have 
no real substance and who per- 
form no real service to the na- 
tional economy, but who have 
been kept alive only by the con- 
tinual upswing in exports. If 
thie sounds harsh, it is at least 
realistic, and at least recognizes 
the function of competition. 

The nation’s export drive 
might be compared to a moun- 
tain climber. Neither the hu- 
man bedy nor the economic 
body can climb upward steadily 
and constantly. Both must 
stop for rest, for nourishment 

for a rebuilding of strength, 
for the future climb. 

If Japan's exports this year 
barely hold even; if imports of 
industrial materials and ma- 
chinery should soar; if there 
should be a chunk taken out of 
the foreign exchange reserves 
as a result—these should be 
considered as a pause to build 
new strength for the future. 

What, otherwise, are foreign 
exchange “reserves” for? Are 
they a hoard to be buried or 
to be held up and admired, but 
never used? If they are truly 
strategic reserves and not just 
dead money, then they should 
be used as fuel for the progress 
of the economy. 

It is not only conceivable 
but logically acceptable that the 
nation’s exports may slow 
down this year, and speed up 
next year, and so on—eventual- 
ly doubling within the 10-year 
period, as expected. 


To expect exports, imports, 
industrial production, etc., to 
advance deeattanapests and 


equally is, on the eontrary, 
ridiculous, 

Manufacturing firms are be- 
ing advised against “excessive” 
investments; trading firms are 
being criticized for “excessive” 
attention to the import and 
domestic business lines wherein 
their profits lie today—as if 
there were something essen- 
tially obnoxious about a busi- 
nessman pursuing profits (a 
' throwback to Japan’s feudalis- 
tic thinking?). 


The Japanese businessman Is |p 


essentially a pretty competent 
fellow. If he weren't, the pro- 
gress of the past decade would 
never have occurred. If the 
self-appointed super-advisers of 
Government, and other quar- 
ters, will leave him alone, he 
will achieve the objectives of 
.the 10-year plan, and perhaps 
more. 

In the process, “excessive in- 
vestment” and “excessive com- 
petition” may result in business 
failures, in temporary market 
disruptions, in waste of funds 
and of resources. But these are 
only to be expected, as the by- 
products of what is basically a 
capitalistic trépentererion sys- 
tem. 

The time has passed, in Ja- 
pan’s postwar economic recovery 
pattern, when the Government 
must be unduly concerned with 
the “social evils” of competition 
and individual failure. And the 
time has passed when the Gov- 
ernment. must be unduly con-

drafted an agreement dealing with the restoration of the 


former’s control over the Korean armed forces.

tary junta as a whole.

believed that there are some 


differences of opinion among the members on procedure. 
There are still some fears among them about the security 
of the capital and this has no doubt been the chief cause 
of reluctance to send the troops back to the front line. 


There is no fundamental breach on defense questions 
between the objectives of the military junta and the Unit- 
ed Nations Command and the issue will probably be settled 


amicably. 


The military council has meanwhile appointed a new 
Cabinet, with Lt. Gen. Chang Do Yung as Premier and 


Minister of Defense. This 


Cabinet has dissolved the 


National Assembly and placed under house arrest vari- 
ous members of the former Government of Dr. John M. 
Chang. The President of the Republic, Mr. Posun Yun, 
who had tendered his resignation, has been persuaded to 
withdraw it. The retention of the President in office has 
enabled the military council to givé a semblance of legality 
to its measures and to avoid diplomatic breaks with vari- 


ous nations. 


It was reported on Tuesday that all the 


foreign envoys in Seoul, except the British ambassador, 
had agreed to visit the new Foreign Minister, Mr. Kim 
Hong ll, who took office last Sunday. 


The envoys are accredited to the President as chief of 
state and so long as he remains in office the. question of 
external recognition of the new form of government can 
be avoided. The United States is reported to be hoping 
to obviate having to extend formal recognition to the

The State Department contented 
y with saying that it was “encouraged” by 


some of the broad aims of the new Korean military regime 
hut “deeply regretted” its suppression of democratic free-

President Syngman Rhee has been taken away.

tionary tasks,” are completed but no one knows when this 


will be. 


The question of how much progress Communist tend- 
encies had actually made under the John M. Chang regime 


is difficult to answer. 


There was a widespread feeling 


during that regime that it was too weak to nave a real 
grip of the situation; but all the evidence goes to show 
that what success the Red attempts at infiltration were 


having was strictly under the surface.

Tension in the Balkans 
Relations Between Yugoslavia and Albania Almost at Standstill | 


LONDON’ (LPS) — Relations 
between Yugoslavia and Al- 
bania, two avowedly Commu- 
nist countries in the Balkans, 
are almost at a standstill. Ten- 
sion between them is as great 
today as it was at the height of 
Stalin's cold war against Mar- 
shal Tito in 1950. 


Until Yugoslavia was expelled 
from the Cominform in 1948 re- 
lations between the Yugoslav 
and Albanian Communists were 
very close indeed. Albania was 
more or less a satellite of Yugo- 
slavia, That was why, when 
Tito and Stalin quarrelled, Gen. 
Enver Hoxha, the Albanian 
Communist leader, followed 
Stalin and freed himself from 
Yugoslav tutelage. Though their 
country and population are 
small and they are isolated 
from the rest of the Soviet bloc, 
the Albanians played one of the 
noisiest and most provocative 
parts in the anti-Tito campaign. 


Attack in Force 

After Stalin died his succes- 
sor Nikita Khrushchev tried to 
smooth over Russia’s differ- 
ences with Tito and relations 
between Moscow and Belgrade 
improved. The Albanians were 
then obliged to moderate their 
anti-Yugoslav campaign. But 
when it became clear in 1958 
that Khrushchev’s efforts had 
failed and that the “revision- 
ist” Yugoslavs were not pre- 
pared to reer.ter the Communist 
camp on Moscow’s terms, the 
Albanians felt free to resume 
their attacks with full force 
backed Jrow._by the Chinese 
Communists. 

A few weeks ago the Yugo- 
slay Government published a 
White Book on Albania’s be- 
havior. It alleged that the Al- 
banian leaders had made 145 
major speeches attacking Yugo- 
slavia in the preceding two

years. It said Albania had sent 
675 diversionists and spies into 
Yugoslavia in the previous 12 
years and that 115 Albanian 
spies had been caught in Yugo- 
slavia since 1957. 

At the same time it was said 
that the Albanians had, by a 
process cf provocation and ex- 
pulsions, made it impossible for 
the Yugoslavia legation in 
Tirana to carry on its work. 
Diplomatic and commercial re- 
lations Were at a standstill. 

Deteriorating Ties 

Yugosievia’s relations with 
her other Communist neigh- 
bors, Bulgaria, Romania and 
Hungary are better than those 
with Albania. But they also 
have shown signs of deteriorat- 
ing in the last year. A Yugo- 
slav diplomat was expelled from 
Sophia in March, and Yugoslav 
diplomats there are subjected to 
a rigid system of police supervi- 
sion. A Hungarian deputy 
Prime Minister Gyula Kalai re- 
cently accused the Yugoslavs of 
campaigning against the “so- 
cialist camp.” 

In April it was reported that 
a Yugoslav diplomat has been 
found drugged and unconscious 
in a Czech writer’s flat in 
Prague. The Yugoslavs said this 
was only the latest in a series 
of incidents resulting from the 
Czechoslovak authorities’ “sys- 
tematic -naltreatment” of the 
Yugoslav embassy stau in Pra- 
gue. 

Only the Poles have refused 
to join in the game of making 
life difficult for the Yugoslavs. 
It was they alone who spoke 
up for the Yugoslavs at the Al- 
banian Communist Party Con- 
gress recently. The rest of the 
Communist leaders joined the 
denunciations of Yugoslav “re 
visionism.” -

Traffic Utopia in 1964 


To the Editor: 

Recently one of my “around- 
the-world” friends came to the 
Far East and to Japan for the 
first time. To visit Japan had 
been one of his life’s ambitions 
Now at long last it was trans- 
lated into actuality. My friend 
was properly impressed with the 
glories of Japan. But in spite 
of all the Japanese glamor, a 
pet peeve crept out, and my 
visiting friend voiced his disap- 
pointment at the total lack of 
traffic discipline. He said that 
there are, literally, too many 
snaris in traffic regulations. For 
a country becoming world-re- 
nowned in technology such as 
atomic research and electronics, 
construction, engineering, archi- 
tecture with its allied arts, and 
manufacturing, good traffic con- 
trol is vitally important. The 
lack of traffic discipline coupled 
with the gross disregard of the 
new traffic laws (the under- 
staffed police cannot do every- 
thing) brings a dark shadow 
over the scenic views and treas- 
ures of the Japan that my 
traveler saw. 

I felt called upon to answer 
my friend and this is what I 
said to him: “I want you to 
know and remember I am here 
making a prediction. Japanese 
people strive for perfection and 
this striving will encompass 
even the traffic laws and traffic 
discipline. It will take time, 
but not later than 1964 when 
for a brief space the country 
here will be highlighted with 
the Olympics, Japan’s drivers 
will have blossomed out with 

liteness, rivaling the cherry 

looms. 

“Japan will be viewed by 
visitors from all countries of 
the globe, and the drivers will 
be part of the display. All ve- 
hicles from the bicycle to the 
limousine, including motor- 
cycles, three-wheelers, trucks 
and buses will be handled by 
the politest, the most well-dis- 
ciplined drivers in the world. 
Why, when the Olympic visitors 
ride the highways, probably 
every passing vehicle will be 
trained to pass on the right 
side in the lanes of traffic. 
They will never in those future 
halycon days of the Olympics 
think of passing at all when 


the car ahead is proceeding 
parallel to another vehicle, or is 
itself in the act of passing a 
car farther up the road. 

“I predict that on your next 
visit to Japan (after 1964) you 
will see drivers moving on a 
straight line in their own lanes 
of traffic, each giving the other 
drivers on the road the courte- 
sy due each. The slow vehicle 
will gracefully yield the right 
of way to an overtaking faster 
vehicle; those who wish to turn 
right will be in the proper lane 
at least 100 feet and give the 
proper signal before reaching 
the turning point. Those mak- 
ing left turns will stay as close 
as possible to the left of the 
road for several hundred feet 
before and while making the 
turn. No one will make short 
sharp turns or zig-zag a dozen 
times from one lane to the 
other. No driver will straddle 
clearly marked traffic lanes. 
Taxi drivers will not cut in 
front of other vehicles or pro- 
ceed across their path. Dim- 
mers or low-beam lights will be 
the night-driving courtesy of 
every driver. In short, I predict 
that every driver will be his 
own best critic and policeman, 
When a violator appears on the 
scene, the conscientious driver 
near, will reprimand him by a 
sounding of the horn. The con- 
scientious drivers will, in fact, 
vie in graciousness on the roads, 
even as the gracious hosts vie 
in hospitality in their homes.” 

Do you think that my pre- 
dictions are too Utopian for the 
average Japanese driver to 
comprehend and follow? Have 
I put myself out on the pro- 
verbial limb with my American 
friend, and will I eventually 
lose face by failure of this long- 
term prediction? Well, it’s a 
moot question, now, but I am a 
sucker for traffic punishment. 
I travel daily to and from work, 
and although the traffic leaves 


me exhausted, with my very "

Housing Program 

The Japan Housing Corpora- 
tion has reportedly been forced 
to revise its dwelling construc- 
tion program due to recent 
hikes in the price of lumber. 
The increased prices are now 
becoming a major impediment 
to Government efforts to elimi- 
nate the present shortage of 
dwellings. The lumber price in- 
dex as of February stood at 
186.3 against a 1952 average of 
100. The reason was an imbal- 
ance between demand and sup- 
ply. The Government has thus 
become unable to ignore this 
fact of late.

The explanation for the Rus- 
sians’ attitude is presumably to 
be found in the increasing in- 
fluence Yugoslavia is acquiring 
among the neutral and uncom- 
mitted nations. Marshal Tito’s 
recent tour of African states 
and his joint invitation with 
President Nasser for a summit 
meeting of uncommitted nations 
are his latest moves in the pro- 
cess of building up a substantial 
backing among the new nations. 
His form of “independent” so- 
cialism is not without admirers 
among the newly free and left- 
ward leaning states. His neu- 
tralism is also attractive to 
them. 

Khrushchev is probably more 
concerned about the effects on 
Soviet foreign policy of violent 
hostility to Tito than he is 
about the dangers to the sta- 
bility of the Communist bloc. 
But the satellite Communist 
leaders are less interested in 
the aims of Soviet foreign poli- 
cy than they are in their own 
grip on political power. For 
them the acceptance of Tito’s 
heretical version of communism 
would mean a threat to their 
own positions: They remember 
that the East European dis 
turbances of 1956 followed close 
on Khrushchev’'s first attempts 
to patch up Russia’s quarrel 
with Tito. They don’t want a 
repetition of that piece of his-

Russians, Chinese at Geneva 


Correct but Distant

GENEVA (UPI) — Relations 
here between the Russians and 
their Red Chinese allies are 
“correct but distant.” 

This is the assessment of high 
conference sources who have 
watched the Sino-Russian rela- 
tionship at the 14-nation Laos 
conference at which the two 
Communist allies are represent- 
ed in strength. 


Soviet Foreign Minister And- 
rei Gromyko and Communist 
Chinese Foreign Minister Mar- 
shal Chen Yi have been in re- 
gular contact here since their 
arrival almost two weeks ago. 

But neither inside nor out- 
side the conference chamber 
have the Russians and Chinese 
displayed any cordiality or signs 
of close partnership. 

Not once so far have the two 
Red foreign ministers been seen 
in a huddle during the confer- 
ence, nor have their advisers 
and experts been seen together 
in public. 

Allied ministers who consult- 
ed with Gromyko daily, and 
sometimes hourly in the crucial 
preconference stages were im- 
pressed with the independence 
with which the Soviet foreign 
minister was taking his deci- 
sions. 

Not once did he refer to his 
Chinese ally, nor did he defer 
a decision in these private nego- 
tiations so that he could con- 
sult with the Communist Chi- 


ese. ) 
Nor did the Red Chinese in 
their scant contacts with West- 
ern delegates refer to their Rus- 
sian allies. 

Gromyko is known to have 
called on Chen Yi and vice 
versa. They never announce 
their moves and generally have 
given the minimum of publicity 
to their comings and goings. 

Significantly, Russian ~ and 
Red Chinese pressmen have 
kept apart here. They are rare- 
ly seen together in public and 
appear to stay apart at the press 
center when they make their 
rare appearances at the same 
time.

High Allied sources here who 
have carefully analyzed the 
motives behind the Soviet stra- 
tegy have reached the conclu- 
sion that Moscow wants some 
sort of a Laos settlement, if only 
to block the advance of Red 
China in strategic Southeast 
Asia. The other reason is the 
Kremlin’s anxiety to avert a 
head-on clash with the United 
States and SEATO in Southeast 
Asia. 

A pointer to the continued 
ideological differences between 
Moscow and Peiping came in a 
chance remark of one of thc top 
Chinese leaders. 

Referring to the Communist- 
orientated Pathet-Lao, the Chi- 
nese diplomat snapped: 

“You describe them as Com- 
munists — what sort of Com- 
munists are they? Do they 
owe allegiance to Russia or to 
China?” | 

All in all, while the Geneva 
confrontation in public of So 
viet and Red Chinese diplomats 
has revealed no outward signs 
of a rift, it has on the other 
hand been marked by a total 
lack of cordiality which con- 
flicts with the frequent profes- 
sion of Sino-Russian “eternal 
friendship and brotherhood.”

The Meeting at Vienna 


JFK-Khrushchev Talks May Be Ist of Series 


By JOHN M., 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
ident Kennedy's meeting with 
Premier Khrushchev at Vienna 
next month-may be the first of 
a series of U.S.-Soviet summit 
level talks extending over the 
years of the Kennedy Admin- 
istration. 


How the relationship between 
the two men develops will de 
pend greatiy on the impressions 
they make upon each other in 
their conference in the Austrian 
capital, June 3 and 4. But it is 
already apparent that Kennedy's 
whole approach to talking with 
Khrushchev is quite different 
from that which has prevailed 
in other U.S. Administrations 
since World War Il. 


The central element In Ken- 
nedy’s attitude appears to be a 
conviction that top level talks 
with the leader of the Com- 
munist bloc are desirable and 
may be useful in easing East- 
West tensions provided the at- 
mosphere in which they are 
held is reasonably favorable to 
calm discussion of outstanding 
world issues. Some administra- 
tion officials now say that such 
meetings should be regarded as 
normal and should be consider- 
ed worthwhile even if they fail 
to produce spectacular positive 
results. 


Already there is speculation 
in diplomatic quarters that if 
the Vienna discussions g0 
smoothly Khrushchev may in- 
vite Kennedy to visit the Soviet 
Union. The center of this spec- 
ulation is Geneva where Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk met 
last Friday with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 


The two foreign ministers 
talked over plans for the Vien- 
na meeting as well as the prob- 
lem of Laos, which is the 
subject of a 14-nation confer- 
ence at Geneva. The substance 
of their exchange was not dis- 
closed but press dispatches 
quoted diplomatic sources at 
Geheva as pointing out that 
Khrushchev visited the United 
States in September 1959 and 
owes an invitation to an Amer- 
ican President to visit Russia. 


During most of the Eisen- 
hower Administration the Presi- 
dent and the late Secretary 
of State, John Foster Dulles, re- 
sisted summit conferences pres- 
sures on the ground there must 
first be assurance of positive 
agreement lest failure to reach 
agreement at the summit should 
increase East-West tension. 


Prior to the Eisenhower years 
President Harry S. Truman had 
met with dictator Joseph Stalin 
at Berlin at the end of the war 
in Europe but during the rest 
of the Truman Administration 
there was no enthusiasm in 
Washington for further summit 
sessions.

Eisenhower modified his own 
position and the policies which 
he and Dulles had worked out 
toward a summit conference in 
the summer of 1959 in part at 
least as a result of 
Khrushchev's threats and pres- 
sure to change the status of 
West Berlin. Having met the 
Soviet Premier in the 1955 sum- 
mit conference at Geneva, 
Fisenhower invited him to visit 
the United States. The two 
men conferred at Camp David, 
Maryland, with the result that 
Khrushchev shelved for the 
time being his threats against 
Berlin. Eisenhower agreed to 
a formal summit conference at 
Paris. 


The Paris summit a year ago 
this month collapsed at the out- 
set when Khrushchev turned a

The Paris fiasco ushered in a 
period of intense bitterness in 
U.S.-Soviet relations, but 
Khrushchev was careful to 
specify that his anger was 
directed mainly against . Eisen- 
hower as President and that he 
would not carry it over in his 
dealings with Eisenhower's suc- 
cessor. He canceled his invita- 
tion to Eisenhower to visit Rus- 


sia but spoke of inviting the 
next U.S. President, 


When Kennedy was elected, 
Khrushchev switched tactics in 
his dealings with the new Amer- 
ican leader even though con- 
flicts between the Soviet Union 
and the United States over such 
issues as Laos, Cuba and the 
United Nations continued. Di- 
plomats said at the time that 
Khrushchev clearly was open- 
ing the way for a meeting with 
Kennedy, if Kennedy . were 
willing. 


The exchanges which led to 
Friday's annoyncement that the 
two men would meet actually 
began last February, a month 
after Kennedy's inauguration. 
U.S. Ambassador '  Liewellyn 
Thompson was summoned from 
Moscow for -consultation and 
when he left Washington Feb. 
22 to return to his post he bore 
a message from Kennedy ex- 
pressing willingness to meet, if 
conditions were favorable, this 
spring or fall. 

Aca@rding to information 
from Jofficial sources, Kennedy 
attached no_ specific political 
conditions to his willingness to 
meet, 


Officials did emphasize that 
Kennedy conceives of the forth- - 
coming talk with Khrushchev 
as a completely private and in- 
formal airing of U.S.-Soviet re- 
lations and the problems involv- 
ed in them but not as a ne- 
gotiation. Presumably before 
going into a formal Big Four 
summit conference with other 
leaders such as British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan and 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle, Kennedy would want 
careful advance preparation and 
some evidence that the confer- 
ence might produce constructive 
agreements.
